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In South Korea, once a granary of our country, the farm land has been laid waste, 
drought, flood and all other natural calamities continue and the living of the peasants 
has been deteriorated to extremity owing to the murderous plundering policy of the 
South Korean puppet authorities against the peasants. 


Even according to data released by the South Korean puppet authorities, the num- 
ber of the peasant families which ran out of provisions exceeded one million in Janu- 
ary 1961 and recently it is continuously and sharply increasing. 

The South Korean foodless peasants who are wandering in starvation are await- 
ing a warm hand of relief. 


Regarding it as a lofty compatriotic obligation to render material assistance to the 
foodless peasants in the southern part to relieve them from the grave sufferings to- 
day, the Cabinet of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea decides as follows: 


I, to offer 100,000 suk (one suk is 150 kg—Ed.) of polished rice to relieve the 
South Korean foodless peasants: 


2, to entrust the Central Committee of the Korean Red Cross Society and the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Korean Peasants Union with the task to take practical mea- 
sures for conveying the relief rice to the South Korean foodless peasants in a brief 
Span of time. 


The Cabinet of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea firmly believes that these 
lofty compatriotic measures will be materialized at the earliest date and will ease the 
serious misfortunes and sufferings the South Korean foodless peasants are undergo- 
ing,

The acute food crisis created recently in South Korea is causing deep apprehen- 
sions of all the Korean people. 

Even according to data released by the South Korean authorities, the number of 
loodless peasant households has reached 1,000,000, and millions of peasants are sub- 
sisting on grass roots and tree bark. 

More, in the South Korean cities, too, large numbers of jobless people and vagrant 
orphans are facing starvation. 

The hunger-stricken South Korean compatriots are demanding urgent relief mea- 
sures, and mass demonstrations and people’s struggles of various forms demanding 
relief grain are taking place in all parts of South Korea. 

However, the present South Korean regime does not and cannot possibly take any 
relief measures for them. 

Taking into account such urgent food crisis created in South Korea, the Govern- 
ment of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea adopted a cabinet decision on 
supplying gratis 100,000 suk of polished rice and entrusted the Central Committees 
ol the Korean Red Cross Society and Korean Peasants Union to take measures for 
conveying it at the earliest date. 

Entrusted by the Government of our Republic, we notify you that we will convey 
in Panmunjom or in other places the 100,000 suk of relief rice reflecting the warm com- 
patriotic love of the people in the North to representatives of the Republic of Korea 
National Red Cross and South Korean central and provincial relief organizations. 

We are fully prepared to hand over this relief rice. 

Hoping that our relief rice, small as the amount may be, will give a little, if not 
much, help in the relief of the South Korean foodless peasants and give them the joy of 


resuscitation, we look forward to an early reply from you on the procedures and date 
of taking it over.
